The 
American troops will leave the grounds 
immediately after the flag raising cer- 
emonies, and will be escorted back to 
tne boat landing by the Hawaiian Na- 
tional Guard. The N. O. H. will then 
march to the parade grounds in front 
of the drill abed, where one of the flags' 
used by the IT. S. S. Boston in 1893 will 
be presented to the Regiment. Then 
the companies will be taken into the 
drill shed and sworn in. 


The grounds of the Executive build- 


ing will be kept open all the afternoon, 
and enthusiasts will be allowed to re- 
main there and -celebrate until they 
get tired. 


Fireworks will start in at 7-30 


o'clock. James A. Kennedy and a big 
corps of assistants will have charge of 
this program. 
One thousand bombs 


will tie set off from nine guns. There 
will also be an innumerable number 
of rockets and special pieces.

HARBOR AFFAIRS. 


Free Discussion 'of the Letter 


Considerable discussion has been 


going on along the waterfront since 
the publication of the letter of 'INan- 
ticus" in this paper last Wednesday, 
suggesting certain changes In the pilot- 
age and towage charges and in the 
duties of the harbor officials of this 
port. Senior Pilot Ijorenzen, while 
admitting the excellence of the writer's 
plans, thinks the rate he advocates 
for handling small craft of 200 tons 
and under as too low, and that no pilot 
should be asked to perform a harbor 
master's duty, for, at the very time 
he may be working to get a vessel Into 
a proper berth, there may be vessel* 
outside waiting for pilots to bring 
them in. The suggestion that when the 
tug has a vessel in tow the tug's cap- 
tain is in effect a pilot, is hardly ad- 
mitted by the underwriters, who re- 
quire a pilot on the vessel itself, in 
case that the lines should part or other 
accident occur.

broke and 'the Spanish fleet was in 
sight, no one thought of anything but 
putting a shot where it would do most 
damage. 


I was on the bridge with the captain, 


and when the flagship signaled to 
"prepare ships for general action" the 
only thing I thought of was that it 
seemed strange to me that the Admiral 
would have us tackle them on an emp- 
:y stomach. Rather a peculiar thought 
before a battle, but we never for a 110- 
ment doubted our ability to thorough- 
ly wipe their fleet out. 


We were, of course, surprised .hat 


we suffered no loss of life. There wis 
not" a man among us who did not ex- 
pect 'that at least fifty would be killed, 
and many were the jokes made about 
making wills. Remember this was 
less than two hours before the actual 
battle, so you can imagine the Jars- 
devil nature of the majority of the 
men. 
Of course there were a few who 


took it seriously, and wrote last let- 
ters to mothers or sweethearts, but 
they were few- indeed. 


What told on us most was when we 


were passing the forts. It was as dar«c 
as pitch, and we were supposed to be 
passing over mines, torpedoes and o:n- 
er engines of destruction. 


It is all over now, but looking back, 


one cannot help recalling these little 
thing*. Just think of the poor fellows 
down In the engine room and the flre-

mometer registered over 145 degrees 
and at no time during the day was it 
less than 120.

Japan and China I>ew8 in the 


Glenfarg's Mail. 


The Korean Government has grant- 


ed the mining concession to Germany 
in conformity with her request. The 
application of Great Britain will prob- 
ably also soon be acceded to. 


Sole mining rights in the province 


of P«chili, China, have been granted 
to Mr. Detring, a'German. 


It was officially reported by the Jap- 


anese Government to all treaty Pow- 
ers, on July 17th, that the Civil and 
Commercial Codes wer,e put Into force 
in Japan from July 1st and 16th respec- 
tively. This is indicative ol the Inten- 
tion of the Government to bring the 
new treaties into operation by the date 
specified, a year hence.

F. G. Eyton-Walker was a passenger 


on the steamer Waialeale from Laysan 
Island, Thursday night. He went as 
photographer to* the expedition and 
took -while away 132 negatives on the 
different islands visited by the expedi- 
tion. 


After leaving this port the Wsgale- 


ale first made Bird or Nihoa Island but 
did not land. A few photographs were 
made from the deck of the vessel. On 
July 15th, Necker Island .was reached 
and Senator Wilcox, Dr. Averdam, Mr. 
Walker and a servant Janded and ex- 
plored that island for about three 
hours. The flag which had been left 
by the Captain King expedition some 
years ago had been torn from hal- 
yard, but the staff was still standing. 
Not an idol was found. The.survey 
posts erected by H. B. M. S. Champion 
were still in position. A large turtle 
was caught which furnished food'for 
several days for those on board. 
French Frigate Shoals were reached 
the next day and another landing was 
made. These islands are gradually 
disappearing and washing away under 
the action of the ocean currents. Just 
before reaching French Frigate Shoals, 
Senator Wilcox cut himself severely 
with a pen knife. He had a bar of salt 
water soap which he was dividing and 
through a slip the knife, which was a 
new one, went deep into his thigh to 
the bone. This laid him up for the 
best part of the voyage and he is not 
well yet. 
On July 18, Laysan Island was reach- 


ed and the barkentine Planter was 
found loading guano and Superintend- 
ent Spencer busy with the Japanese 
laborers. The following days Pearl and 
Hermes Reef was reached, so-called 
from the fact that two whaling vessels 
by these names were wrecked there 
a long time ago. The survivors built 
a schooner and came to Honolulu. 
There were a number of seals disport- 
ing on these islands and were very 
tame. Some photographs of the seals 
were tak«n by Mr. Walker. 
The Waialeale reached Midway Isl- 


and, 
July 20th. It was on this Island 


that the bark Wandering Minstrel -was 
wrecked in February, 1887, containing 
Captain F. D. Walker and his family 
and a crew of twenty-four men. They 
were there 14 months and were pick- 
ed up finally after almost starving to 
death by the schooner Norma which 
is now in this harbor. The wreck of 
the schooner General Seigel Is stUJ to 
be seen high and dry on the mainland. 
A letter in Japanese was fotmd-;in a 
house which had been erected by the 
U S. Government during a survey of 
these islands, containing information 
to the effect that in June of this year 
a Japanese steamer had called there 
while passing the islands to seek any 
shipwrecked men that might be there. 
Three wingless birds that had been 
taken by Mr. Walker from Laysan to 
Midway Island some five years ago had 
propagated until now there are thou- 
sands there, more if possible than on 
Laysan Island 
More seals were seen on Ocean Island 


on which the expedition landed July 
21st 
Some portions of the house erec- 


ted by the Hawaiian Government four- 
teen years ago are still standing. The 
bark Donniter Castle was wrecked on 
this island about fifteen years ago. 


Morell and Byers Islands do not ex- 


ist. 
A complete search was made by 


the expedition for the islands as laid 
down on the cart but not a sign of them 
could be seen. 
The return to Laysan Island was 


made on July 31st and while there Dr. 
Averdam found some new beds of gu- 
ano which will keep up the supply from 
that place for another two years. There 
Is fully ten more Ipads for the barken- 
tine Planter. 
Captain Mosher who had charge of 


the Waialeale on this trip brought sev- 
eral hundred Laysan Island canaries 
back with him.

Arrangements to Swear in Officials

Messengers have been dispatched to 


all parts of the group with the oaths 
to be taken by Government officials on 
Friday. 
Deputy Marshal Hitchcock 


sailed by the Mauna Loa for the West 
Coast of Hawaii, taking a list of all 
the officials in that quarter with type- 
written copies of the legal oath for 
each. Two other messengers were sent 
to Hawaii, one to Maul, one to Molokai 
and one to KauaL The oaths are to 
be delivered to sheriffs and deputy 
sheriffs. 
The oath corresponds to the first 


part of that prescribed by the Consti- 
tution here, substituting the Constitu- 
tion and laws of thg United States. All 
subordinate officials of whatever na- 
tionality will, upon taking this oath, 
be retained in their present positiona

.With respect to the military, Colonel 


Fisher stated last night that officers 
and men who cared to enlist In the 
volunteer service of the territory of 
Hawaii would be sworn in after the 
flag raising next Friday. All present 
enlistments expire when the Hawaiian 
flag comes down. After the ceremon- 
ies the regiment will march back to 
the parade, grounds where re-enlist- 
ments will be received at once. 


The process will be as follows: Col- 


onel Fisher will be sworn by Minister 
Cooper. The Colonel will then swear 
in the staff, field and line officers of 
the Regiment. The line officers will 
immediately thereafter swear in the 
men of their-respective commands. 


The status of the regulars for a few 


days will remain the same. That is 
to say, they wfll likely remain on duty 
until the Hew Yorkers arrive. It Is 
understood that such as so desire will 
be given an opportunity to re-enlist 
in the garrison.

PAETY GOVERNMENT IN JAPAN 


FLAG DAY CEREMONY. 


The indignation of many persons re 


garding the arrangement of the cere 
monies connected with the visibl 
transfer of the sovereignty of the Isl 
ands, on Friday, requires that some 
explanation be made. 


It Is.this, we understand, although 


we have no official knowledge on the 
matter: 


The Cabinet at no time, and this only 


is positive information, previous t< 
the arrival of Admiral Miller, made 
any promises directly or indirectly re 
garding the form of the ceremonies 
It could not. The taking of posseslon 
of the Islands is an affair of the Unit 
ed States Government, to be execute< 
in its own way, and by its own officers 
and not by the officers of our Govern 
ment. 


On the arrival of the Admiral, hi 


instructions, and the Instructions to 
Minister Serwall undoubtedly directed 
bow the transfer should be made. The 
Admiral and the Minister being in th( 
habit^ of obeying orders, have under 
taken -to execute these instructions 
We do not know what they are. What 
ever is done on Friday, will be done 
we assume, in accordance with these 
instructions. 


Thfe arrangements may not suit us, 


but if they are the President's orders, 
they must be obeyed. He may not have 
taken the same view of the proper 
form of the ceremonies that we do. 
He may have regarded the transfer as 
a simple, brief, dignified affair which 
should not be attended with any ela- 
borate ceremonial not necessary or in 
.his opinion, appropriate. 


Our Government, the Islands being 


already annexed, ia subject to the Gov- 
ernment of the United States, and nat- 
urally, has no authority in the matter, 
and could make no binding promises 
about it, as any sensible person may 
readily understand. 


We would expect that any ceremony 


not strictly connected with the act of 
transfer might lay all the officials open 
to censure by the Government 
at 


Washington. 


Aa free and enlightened citizens we 


Are at liberty to celebrate the event, 
independently of the official ceremony. 


THE RETAIL TRADE. 


One of the largest grocery houses 


in San Francisco 
declared, some 


months ago, that whenever annexation 
took place, It would establish a branch 
store in Honolulu, and sell its articles 
at San Francisco prices only. It is also 
said that other mercantile houses will 
take the same course. 


What will take place is now a mere 


matter of speculation. It is probable 
that there will be some radical changes 
aa soon as the laws governing this ter- 
ritory are passed by Congress. 


Heretofore it has been difficult and 


practically impossible for residents to 
deal generally with the retail mer- 
chants of San Francisco, or of other 
cities. 
The expense of invoices, the 


engagement of freights, and necesaity 
of obtaining permits here, the valua- 
tion of articles imported even through 
the postofflce, have caused annoyance, 
loss of time and expense. 


Under the new conditions, articles 


will be sent from the Mainland to this 
place with the same care, as they are 
sent from San Francisco to Oakland. 
No invoices that must be sworn to, no 
valuations whatever, no permits 
to 


land, will be needled. Articles will also 
be brought through the mails without 
examination. 
We learn that Wells, 


Fargo & Co. will soon establish a 
branch of their express concern here. 
Besides this, local expresses will be 
started, which will romp^-te with the 
larger express company,, if ;:= charges 
are excessive. 


It Is possible that ow or more of 


the department stores may establish 
branches here. These stores, purchas- 
ing at reduced prices preat quantities 
of poods, will sell a.t close profits here.

Annexation and the war have al 


lowed a most important political even 
In Japan to escape notice. 


Those who are familiar with the at 


tempt of the Emperor and his friend 
to establish constitutional governmen 
during the last ten years\ know tha 
the chief obstacle to its success, as 1 
has succeeded in England and our own 
country, is the absence of political par 
ties, and the activity and Influence o 
personal parties In this administration 
of the Government. The same absenc 
of political parties, divided on certain 
distinct principles of government, In 
France and Italy, especially in France 
is thoroughly discussed by Bodley in 
his treatise on government by party 
and Japan is cited as an instance o1 
government of persons, and not o 
principles. 


The racial habit and thought of 


Japanese naturally expressed itself In 
the Government, whatever. political 
name it assumed. As the clan gov 
erned before, in a large measure, so 
the clans, after the creation of the 
present constitutional government, a 
once made the administration, not tha 
of a party, but of a clan. 


The result has been in many ways 


unfortunate, although, fortunately ioi 
that country, it has not been disas 
trous, as many predicted it would be 


While one clan was in power, the 


other clans combined, in the Diet, to 
drive it out of power, by obstructing 
legislation. Three times has the Em- 
peror dissolved the Diet, and "gone to 
the people," as the British say, with no 
better result than the continuance of 
personal as against party government. 
Only the religious veneration of all 
classes' for the Emperor has saved the 
Empire from civil war. 


Count Ito, one of the most enlight- 


ened statesmen of the 
Empire, has 


firmly believed that the establishment 
of party government was a political 
necessity. As the Premier recently, he 
found that the clans and the men with 
some personal following were in a ma- 
ority in the Diet. He boldly adopted, 
'or the first time, the British method 
of changing the government, by advis- 
ng the Emperor to call in the oppo- 
sition and give the administration tn- 
o its hands. This was done. Count 
to then resigned. For the first time, 
under the new constitution, there is 
something of a party administration 
n the Empire. Although it may soon 
be driven out of office, it marks the 
>eginning of substantial democratic 
rule in what was an Oriental despot- 
sm only a few years ago. 


THE 
LOUISIANA 
CONSTITUTION 


The Louisiana Constitutional Con- 


ention adjourned 
recently, 
after 


adopting a remarkable and novel pro- 
vision regarding the right to vote. The 
object in view was to 
prevent the 


negroes from voting. 


By the last census there were 119,000 


colored male residents of voting age, 
130,000 white male residents, and 25,000 
foreign born voters in the State. 


In order to cut off the negro vote the 
onvention resorted to a curious device, 
t confers the elective franchise 
on 


hose whose parents or grand parents 
were qualified voters in 1867. The 
negroes, owing to the existence of slav- 
ery, 
were not entitled, to vote during 


hat year. This provision, therefore, 
cuts off their rights to the franchise, 
unless they can read and write. Few 
ii them can do so. It places the fran- 
hlse mainly In the hands of the white 
opulation. 
Some of the best lawyers of the State 
elieve that the provision is consti- 
utional. On the other hand, It is he- 
eved by many 
lawyers in other 


tales, that this provision is in direct 
onflict with the 
Fifteenth 
Amend- 


ment to the Constitution, which is that 
he right of citizens "to vote shall not 
e denied or abridged by the United 
tales or any State, on account of rac-p, 
x>lor, or previous condition of servi- 
ude." 


The matter will soon go to the Su- 
reme Court of the United States, and 
ts decision will be of the greatest 
alue In set til ng the rights of the col- 
red men. 


THE MISSIONAEY'K ACCOUNT. 


As Hawaii, at noon, becomes iipart 


of the national domain, the missionary 
may also present his accounts at th< 
same time with the Christian oivlllza 
tion that sent him here, seventy-elgh 
years ago. .Today la -a, day for bal- 
ance sheets, for general reckoning, for 
taking account of stock. 


The missionary offered, in 1820, to 


teach the native rulers, and the serfa as 
well, read-ing and writing and the rud- 
iments of education. He assumed'the 
responsibility of It. It was his phil- 
anthropy and the philanthropy of the 
people who sent him. 


Neither trader, or sailer, or whale- 


man or merchant shared in that phil- 
anthropy. Trader and merchant ol 
those days robbed the Kings and peo- 
ple, debauched the women, and demor- 
alized the men with rum. Even New 
England, in search of oil, which was 
gold, set loose her legions of heathen, 
in the garb of whalemen, upon these 
simple people.' The missionary fought 
the heathenism of his own country as 
sturdily as he fought the heathenism 
of Polynesia, because it-struck at 
der, virtue and progress. Among bis 
dangerous foes were the descendants 
of the Puritan, in search of gold in 
the Pacific, for they threw away their 
principles before 
they crossed- 'the 


equator, and believed the'Devil reighed 
under the Southern Cross. Churches, 
schools, and good government stoqd 
in their way. 


The missionary, not in search of 


gold, opened the schools, 
and 
the 


churches, and patiently taught 
the 


Puritan theory of government. He 
groped greatly in the dark, as all men 
groped in the dark then, and do now, 
and will do in the coming ages, until 
the progress of the world is ended. If 
his light was dim, it was the dim light 
of New England, the light of the tal- 
iow candle, instead of the electric light 
of modern study and -knowledge. 


Only men and women who had the 


time and were filled with devotion to 
the cause, could discharge the trust 
they had assumed for American phil- 
anthropy. . After three-quarters of a 
lentnry of patient work, ably assisted 
>y those wtio bad a common sympathy 
with them, they fixed permanently in 
hese Islmds a system of education, 
which hanio peer in the tropics. Its 
defects ire the defects of the Anglo- 
Saxon schools elsewhere. But the 
system is now a part of the life of the 
people. It is this that has dispelled 
he fear of American statesmen that 
.he native population would be a men- 
ace to good government, though It 
might not.be in itself sufficient for 
self government. 


The account which the missionary 


hands in today must be credited with 
he establishment of the form of good 
government during a half century, 
though he could not supply its sub-, 
itance; of the planting of the institu- 
ions of civilization here, though he 
:ould not maintain them in their in- 
egrity. 


The true balance sheet may debit 


him with a want of a certain knowl- 
edge and 
wisdom. But the noblest 


and wisest philanthropists of their 
ime were equally deficient, just as 
we, of the later age, see the deficien- 
cies of Cotton Mather and the Puri- 
tan. 


The result of their works, valuable 


as it was and is, is still disappointing, 
when measured -by the standards erect- 
ed by their own hope and enthusiasm. 
t was not strange that they failed to 
omprehend the conservative power of 
the racial habits in mind and morals. 
. What the value of the assets which 
ire turned over to the American peo- 
>le today, will be in a century, no one 
an estimate. Another balance, struck

The act of annexation was cpnsum 


mated on July 7th, by the Joint Reao 
lutlon of Congress, which: provides 
"that the said Hawaiian Islands be 
and they are hereby annexed aa a par 
of the territory of the United "States 
and are subject to the sovereign do 
minion thereof." If it was not legallj 
consummated on that day, it will be 
today at 12 o'clock. 


While the Joint Resolution regards 


the act of annexation as instant and 
final, and there is in it no suggestion 
of any further act or thing whatsoever 


be done, it is the fact, we under- 


stand, that the Government in Wash- 
ington has not formally notified the 
Government of these Islands of the 
action of Congress, but will be so today 
at 12 o'clock. It is assumed, for prac- 
tical purposes, that the act of annexa- 
tion, will not be complete without the 
service of some formal notice on the 
Executive here, and from that momenl 
the Federal Government assumes all 
responsibility for the administration 
of affairs. 


The Joint Resolution declares an in- 


stant annexation, without any notice 
of any kind whatsoever. The inter- 
pretation put upon it is, however, that 
t becomes effective only .when actual 
'ossession is taken. 
As the Joint Resolution is very 
road and falls to define many import- 
ant relations, no doubt there will be 
onsiderable litigation regarding its 
scope. The question whether the IB- 
ands became a part of the American 
territory on July 7th or upon August 
12th may be an Interesting one. 


EECtUITINK 
THE ARMY. 


Recruiting for the purpose of filling 


up the regiments under the second call 
for 75,000 men Is proceedingly slowly 
In the States. Only 27,519 men bad 
enlisted towards making up the num- 
bered required of 37,566, on July 14th. 
This is rather remarkable, when the 
enormous population is considered. 
Men prefer the new organizations to 
the regiments already in the field, Into 
which they must enter as strangers. 


The volunteers regiments In the ser- 


vice are losing scores of young men, 
who enlisted while under age, and 
therefore»cannot be held to service. 
The enlistment of minors is an old 
trick, practiced during the Civil War. 
It is done by men who expect to ob- 
tain commissions and the pay of offi- 
cers, as soon as they have enlisted the 
required number of men. The com- 
missions are obtained, the pay begins, 
and then the minors are discharged by 
the superior officers or the Courts. 


These experiences are teaching the 


people that if we are to be a warlike 
people, the volunteer system must be 
largely modified and the method of 
putting an army in the field must be 
put on a business basis. 


With the end of the Hawaiian Re- 


public comes the end of tlhat awful 
apparition of the Diamond Head light 
house crushing in the skulls of the un- 
suspecting travelers. It is now cer- 
tified by two well known and capable 
experts, Messrs. Kleugel and Onder- 
don-k, that the structure is sound and 
safe. Superintendent Rowell is vindi- 
cated. That ferocious mongrel of 
shark and eagle, known as the "Guy- 
ascutus," introduced in these sunlit 
Islands by Senator McCandless, will 
now make the lighthouse hia roosting 
place, with his half brother, the eagle 
who soars at noon today.

Thejfeay It Is all Right-Legislative 


Committee Condemned It-Rider 


on an Expense Item. 


A good many of the hours of the 


Senate during the last session of the 
last Legislature were used In discus- 
sion on the new Diamond Head light- 
bouse. There was strenuously urged 
the contention that Mr. Rowell, Sup- 
erintendent 
of. Public Works, had 


raised up for the support ot the light 
a flimsy structure that would topple 
over at the first heavy wind. It was 
solemnly asserted that the frame or 
tower as placed was wholly insuffici- 
ent for strength. Some of the 
re- 


marks were quite warm and with one 
man particularly the condemnation of 
Mr. Rowell was frequent and strong 
as expression of adverse opinion on 
the tower. This tower, by the wayr is 
the same as used for lighthouses every- 
where. There are scores of just the 
same .kind precisely ,on the Atlantic 
coast Framework of irpn or steel is 
preferred over the masonry foundation. 
Stone foundations are being replaced 
on the New England coast by the metal 
towers, yet a few of the Senators and 
a number of the Representatives were 
confident that Mr. Rowell had made a 
mistake. After many speeches had 
been made in the Senate a committee 
was appointed. It made a solemn and 
formal report. Following is a copy of 
the serious document: 


The Item in line 45 is the estimated 


amount needed to complete the Dia- 
mond Head lighthouse, including the 
installation of the electric light for 
same. 


Your committee have personally in- 


spected said new light house now be- 
ing constructed^ and consulted differ- 
ent authorities regarding the strength 
and stability of the structure, which is 
all of Iron atxyre the concrete founda- 
tion and is simply four 4-inch galvan- 
ized iron pipes, in 20-foot lengths, 
from the ground to the 
lighthouse 


proper, 40 feet. It is suitably braced 
and above this is the superstructure 
with the lights, 20 feet high. The iron 
of the supports, is 1-4 inch thick, which 
la cut by the thread in each of the 
joints at least half of 5ts thickness, 
leaving 1-8 inch in thickness at each 
joint, which would 
appear to be a 


weak point in the same. 


It may, ^however, be strong enough 


to support the 15-tons weight of the 
superetructure and stormy gales while 
It is fresh and new, but it is in a po- 
sition constantly exposed to the salt 
spray of the sea, which will sooner or 
later cut the weak Joints of the iron 
with rust and endanger the safety of 
the structure with final collapse of the 
supports, 


On general principles a lighthouse 


should be a permanent institution that 
can be relied upon, with its light al- 
ways on hand, especially in stormy 
weather. To accomplish this, it should 
be constructed in the most substantial 
manner and not in a way to do service 
for two, three, five or even ten years 
and then be missing, having collapsed 
or toppled over. 


The lighthouse now being construct- 


ed can be made substantial and as per- 
manent as possible by building up a 
good substantial stone and 
cement 


tower from the ground up to the super- 
structure and securely fastening the 
upper structure to the stqnework. It 
would then be doubly strong, and 
when the Iron pillars become weak 
from rust the stone tower will con- 
tinue to hold all firmly in its place. 
This will require an addition to the 
original appropriation, which was 
$10,000. There has already been ex- 
pended for the foundation and tower, 
toots, etc., $1,824.29; for the lantern, 
$5,561.90, total, $7,386.19; and we are 
now asked to reapproprlate from the 
unexpended balance to complete the 
construction and put in electric lights 
$1,000, which will make the total cost 
$8,886.19. To build up a substantial 
etone tower as suggested above would 
require, eay $2500 additional, or about 
$4,000 besides the amount already ex- 
pended. 


It seems at first sight as if this Is a 


large amount to expend in addition to 
the present outlay on this structure, 
but if w4 consider for a moment it .is 
only a drop in the bucket when com- 
pared with the loss of any one of the 
large steamers now coming to this 
port, as a result of the collapse of the 
new Diamond Head Lighthouse. 


We cannot afford to run any chances 


In each & matter and rels upon a cheap, 
temporary structure, when 
we can 


have something permanent- Your com- 
mittee, therefore, recommend that in 
addition to the $1,500 asked, the sum 
of 12,500 be appropriated to build a 
substantial stone tower for said light- 
bouse. <o be completed before the sup- 
erstructure fc» finished.

which to base the report There was 
presented merely the conclusions ot 
guess work. The Cabinet had nothing 
to say in the premises at the time, but 
has lately Instituted an inquiry and 
here is what has come of it:

Upon his judgment 
and knowledge the Railway and other 
companies in the country have invest- 
ed in the aggregate "millions of dollars

Thus far the Allen tract and a Govern- 
ment plot near Kalihi seem to have 
met with favor. 


At best it will be several weeks and 


perhaps two months bfore the perma- 
nent quarters will be ready for the gar- 
rison. In the meantime the New York- 
ers will go into camp. If arrangements 
can be made to that end a part or a 
whole of the regiment will camp on 
the N. G. H. parade grounds and oc- 
cupy the old barracks and drill shed. 
In case this scheme crowds up matters 
too much a part of the regiment may 
be taken to the old baseball grounds at 
Makikl. 


Colonel Barber's plan to use the par- 


ade grounds at the drill shed is in the 
interest of convenience. He purposes 
to rent some rarge building in town to 
be used as a mess hall, end it will be 
advisable, he thinks, to have the men 
as near it as possible.

Wilson Rankin, who has lately span 


a month at Wright's Villa here, is one 
of the family of "Fighting Rankins' 
of Wyoming. 
Every member of the 


tribe Is a six-footer, a good rider, a 
good shot with six-shooter and rifle 
a man of tried .nerve. Best of all there 
isn't the slightest trace of braggadocia 
in one of them. All are quiet, un- 
assuming men who gained reputations 
on the frontier in years agone because 
they were active in the duties of the 
rough and exciting life. Among the 
iRankins known to the writer are 
"Jim," an ex-sheriff and a mining 
man; "Joe," ex-deputy United States 
Marshal for Wyoming and a land 
speculator and cattle owner; "Bob,' 
an ex-officer and a cattleman and 
"Newt" the same; Wilson is manager 
of the big Wyoming cattle ranch 01 
Ora Haley, one of the best known of 
range kings. 


Joe Rankin 'became world-famous in 


1879. 
He made a journey on horse- 


back that is always mentioned in the 
list of record rides. 
Joe went oul 


from Rawlins, Wyo., with Maj. Thorn- 
burs. U. S. A., to the White River, 
Colo., reservation of the Ute Indians; 
who were at that time threatening tc 
go on the warpath. Tne command 
consisted of but one company of cav- 
alry and a few civilians in charge of 


pack train. Joe was guide and cour- 


ier. 
He and Maj. Thornburg, while 


riding a short distance ahead of the 
troop, were fired upon by Indians from 
ambush. Maj. Thornburg was killed. 
Joe was wounded, but managed to get 
back to the main body. This waa 
about 2 o'clock in the afternoon. The 
troop was surrounded by Indians. Be- 
fore dark all but three of the horses 
and mules had been killed and six of 
the soldiers had-gone to the last sleep, 
while a dozen or more were wounded. 
The only horse left happened to be a 
pretty good one. Joe mounted it at 
midnight, slipped through the circle 
of savages and struck for Rawlins, the 
nearest telegraph 
station, distance, 


A1 miles. Joe bad three mounts on 
.he trip and rode each horse to death, 
fie made the ride in twelve hours. 
Aid for the cavalry company was sum- 
moned from Fort Russel, Wyo., where 
Col. 
Merritt, now a very Important 


figure in the army of the United States 
waa in command. Joe Ranikin had to 
lave rest after the ride and Wilson, 
the man who left here recently and 
Jim, then sheriff of Carbon County, 
Wyo., with Bob, deputy sheriff, were 
;ent with Merritt as guides, scouts and 
couriers. 


At daylight after Joe left the Thorn- 


burg command the Indians fired a few 
larting volleys and drew away. They 
went over to the agency, killed several 
>eople there and with the three or 
four women of the place started 
south. This part of the story may be 
disposed of by saying that through 
some maneuvering in the east peace 
was declared and a commission came 
out from Denver, Colo., met the In- 
dians with the women and fixed mat- 
ters up. All westerners and the friends 
of Thornburg, Agent Meeker and the 
other victims of butchery were indig- 
nant 


A lieutenant of Merritt's command 


was killed by the Indians after peace 
bad been declared. He was out scout- 
ing with the Rankins and against their 
advice made a wide detour alone and 
was picked oft from cover. 
A fine 


hotel at Laramle, Wyo., is named for 
Maj. 
Thornburg. 


While Jim Rankin was sheriff of 


Carbon County stage and train robbery 
were rife. Some men who had wreck- 
ed and robbed a train were pursued "by 
officers and being overtaken made a 
fight which they won. They intrench- 
ed themselves in a favorable position 
in the mountains. The leaders of this 
lawless 
gang 
were two notorious 


criminals and fugitives known as "Big 
-Nose George" and "Dutch Charlie." 
Vincent and Widdlfleld were the names 
of two of the special officers killed In 
the flght They had bravely led the 
posse. 
Both were young men of the 


country and were very well liked. In 
time "Big Nose George" was captured 
at Miles City, Mont, and brought to 
the Rawlins jail. He was decorated 
with a ball and chain. One evening 
he disabled "Bob" Rankin with the 
heavy ball. 
Bob's family residence 


was in the court house and Jail build- 
ing. His wife heard the noise of "Big 
Nose George's" attempt to escape and 
quickly appeared on the scene with a 
six-shooter. She held the prisoner till 
help arrived. Bob Is etlll alive, but 
has never recovered from the effects 
of the blow. "Big Nose George" was 
taken out of the jail b£ a mob the 
next night and hanged at the stock- 
yards.

robber's roost within a hundred miles

called Carbon, about forty

AGRICULTURE TO BE TAUGHT 


Has Been Tried in Schools In 


France - Industrial Institute 


Plans-List of Members. 


There is every prospect that agricul- 


tural work will be begun in some of 
the public schools this fall under the 
auspices of the General Armstrong In- 
dustrial Institute which Colonel Par- 
ker assisted m organizing among the 
attendants on the Summer School. If 
is the intention of the Board of Edu 
cation, it is stated, to assist in this 
work as much as possiole. In the vie 
mlty of some of the schools there are 
unused plots of Government land. I 
is probable that some of these will be 
available and that the school teacher 
will be permitted in many instances to 
use these plpts of land. It is realized 
by the promoters of the Institute tha 
the work must be gradual. Early wort 
will be in a sense experimental al 
though several teachers are alread; 
teaching agriculture in a limited an 
small way to their pupils The Insti 
tue can also proflt by the expenenc 
m public school agricultural tramini 
elsewhere, and there is some data ob- 
tainable in the shape of reports of vari-

The funeral of William Patten, the 


soldier who died Monday at 
the 


Queen's hospital, took place from the 
First M. B. Church at 10 o'clock yes- 
terday morning It should have begun 
an hour earlier, but there was a slight 
misunderstanding about the firing 
party and escort.

New York mail destined for Cal- 
cutta goes by way of London, travel- 
ing 11,120 miles in twenty-nine days, 
while mall sent from this city to Cape 
Town, South Africa, goes 125 miles fur- 
ther in two days' less time. 


Mail communication between New 


York and Hong Kong ordinarily con- 
sumes one month of time, the letters 
go by way of San Francisco, and cover 
10,500 miles of distance. To reach Mel- 
bourne, Australia, from this city a let- 
ter will travel 12,265 miles in about 
thirty-two days, and to reach Sydney 
a letter will travel 11,570 miles in 
thirty-one days. The mail route from 
New York to Yokohama, via San Fran- 
cisco, is 7,348 miles long, and about 
twenty-two days are consumed in tran- 
sit. 
To go to Honolulu from this city 


a letter travels 5,645 miles in thirteen 
days. Leaving New York on steamer 
days, mail matter Is scheduled to reach 
Rome in about ten days, Madrid in ten 
days, London and Liverpool in eight 
days, Rotterdam in nine days, St. Pe- 
tersburg in eleven days, Vienna In nine 
days Paris in eight days, Berlin in nine 
days and Athens and Alexandria in 
fourteen days 
Communication with 


South American ports is much slower 
It takes twenty-four days for a letter 
to go from New York to Rio Janeiro, 
which is only about fifty miles further 
from this city than is Alexandria Mail 
matter going from New York to Bue- 
nos Ayres, which is 8,045 miles dis-

of July and $2,994.28 at end of the 
month. Expenses were $298.13 There 
were during the month two pay pa- 
tients, one of $52 50 and another of $18. 
The donation of $150 from C. R. Bishop 
and amount from the Government 
brought the month's receipts above the 
expenditures. 


Hilo hospital reported five patients 


at the beginning of July, eight admit- 
ted during the month, eight discharged, 
three deaths and two left in the hos- 
pital at the end of the month. Re- 
ceipts for the month had been $101 and 
expenditures $132.08.

According to a Chicago writer on 


mechanics the new Cleveland cylinder 
for locomotives has proven that

regularly. An article on the subject 
has been sent to this office. The-In- 
tercolonial Railway, of Canada, after 
investigation and trial, has adopted 
the power-saving cylinder on its loco- 
motives. Engine No. 59 was first j 
equipped with the device and the tes- 
timony of its engineers confirms the 
assertion that this Invention 
is to 


usher in a new era in railroad annals. 


The device is the discovery of Wil- 


liam F. and Eugene W. Cleveland of 
Rounthwaite, Manitoba For over five 
years they labored, but it was only 
within the past year that success was 
assured. 


The new cjuader is best described in 


Mr. Peterson's own language. He said, 
in reference to the locomotive on which 
the invention has been applied so satis- 
factorily: "The appearance of No. 59 
is little changed since the Cleveland 
patent was attached to it. A lengthen- 
ing of the cylinder and the smoke box 
is most noticeable. The main points 
of the device are a double piston with 
a central exhaust, called the ma(n ex- 
haust. Steam is admitted at end of 
the cylinder. 
Near the end of the 


stroke the ,piston uncovers a port of 
ample area, the steam escaping ex- 
plosively into the chamber between 
tLe pistons. The chamber is connect- 
ed with and always open to the smoke- 
stack. This main exhaust port re- 
mains open till the stroke is concluded 
and till the steam, which is admitted 
at the other end of the cylinder, causes 
the piston to return and cover the 
port again. When the steam port be- 
comes an exhaust, called supplemen- 
tary port, the email volume of steam 
left in the cylinder finds an escape in- 
to the stack through the nozzle. The 
same operation takes place on the op- 
posite side of the cylinder."

Suggestions Are Offered 


By An Active Master. 


Fees for Wharf and Pilot Privileges. 


The Present Officers Good 


Ones—Tug—A Board. 


The following letter is from one of 


the moat successful and best known 
captains plying between these Islands 
and the United States His advice and 
suggestions are worthy of attention: 


Honolulu, August 9 K98 


MR EDITOR —In view of the changes 
soon to take' place In this community I 
would venture to call attention to some 
suggestions which 1 would like to make 
in the interests of shipping visiting this 
port 
Special privileges in the way 
of free 


water and free wharfage to be suspended 
and mall steamers only to have the pref- 
erence over sailing vessels for loading and 
discharging berth 
The rate of wharfage 
should be changed as follows' Two cents 
per ton per day for vessels up to 1,000 tons, 
and one and a half cents per ton for every 
ton over 1,000. The wharfage bill on a 
large \essel is very 
burdensome, 
but 
small vessels can stand It. 


The rates of pilotage ought to be 
changed also. Say 10 cents per ton (in- 
cluding in and out) for sailing vessels up 
to 400 tons net tonnage, and eight cents 
per ton for every ton over 400. The rate 
of pilotage to*e reduced 25 per cent where 
a tug is employed either In or out 
The 
rate of pilotage for steamers ought to 
be eight cents per ton up to 1,000 tons net 
tonnage and six cents per ton for e\ ery 
ton over 1,000 
The master of the tug ought to have a 
pilot's commission, because he is in ef- 
fect the pilot when he is pulling by the 
nose a \essel in through the narrow en- 
trance to the harbor, and the pilot on 
board seems to be superfluous 
On ac- 
count of the small size of the harbor and 
the increasing size of the vessels coming 
here the employment of a pilot bhould be 
compulsory on all -vessels. 
The number of pilots ought to be four, 
besides the master of the tug, and each 
pilot ought to be appointed a deputy har- 
bormaster, to place vessels In their proper 
berth, under the order of the chief har- 
bormaster. 
The present pilots should 
be recom- 
mlssloned when the proper authority is 
installed, as they are capable men and 
have 
given satisfaction to those who 
employ them. Under the new dispensa- 
tion it is to be hoped they get all their 
fees and pay all the expenses connected 
with their business—and I would further 
suggest that the tug be turned over to 
the management of the pilots at a fair 
valuation and become a part of the pilot- 
age establishment of the port. The duty 
of a pilot ought to be to bring a vessel 
into the Harbor, and moor her in a berth 
appointed by the harbormaster, and to 
take the vessel from her last 
loading 
berth to sea, and not as Is sometimes 
the case, lo board the vessel outside, get 
pulled by a tug Into port (the pilot com- 
ing in as a passenger) and leaving the ves- 
sel as soon as the anchor Is down 
The charges for towing should be reg- 
ulated bv the tonnage of the vessel and 
not by the rig 
Five cents per ton for 
towage either wav, for any distance with- 
in 
five miles of the port, and $25 per 
hour for any distance beyond five miles 
would seem to be a reasonable rate Our 
present harbormaster, who has long been 
and still is, the hardest worked officer in 
the employ of the Government, ought to 
be reappolnted, or commissioned under 
the new government, for during almost 
twenty years that he has held the position 
he has given his whole attention to his 
business and Is reckoned 
amongst the 
shipping fraternity as being a very just, 
capable and obliging officer 
He should 
be allowed an assistant harbormaster, to 
relieve him of some of his duties 
He 
should also be allowed a permanent chief 
boatmali for running lines 
The spec- 
tacle of the chief harbor official of the 
country doing able seaman s work and 
running lines for vessels coming into the 
harbor is one not seen in 
anv other 


country 
The fixed charge for coming on board 
and mo\ing a vessel should be $5 which 
should include the charge 
for 
running 
lines 
The new governor will no doubt 


appoint from amongst 
our 
prominent 
shipping merchants a board of commis- 
sioner« which in this countrv small as it 
is. might be amalgamated under the name 
of ' Pilot and Harbor Commissioners 
such board to have the appointmeit of all 
pilots and harbor masters and the con- 
sideration of all improvements for all the 
harbors and roadsteads of the countr\, 
the chief harbormaster of Honolulu to 
be always one of such commissioners but 
onls as a shipping expert, and in an ad- 
\isorj capacity and not to have a vote 
Ail complaints against pilots harbormas- 
ters and wharfingers are to be heard bv 
these commissioner" and their action in 
ill <ases after approval In the Governor 
to be finaT 
I charge nothlne for these suggcitions 


and I furthermore state that I ,im not a 
candidate for harbormaster pilot or pilot 
tommissionrr
